It seemed to bo undamaged, 

However, if it is damaged the 
veseol] may have to be cut in 
two parts to salvage her. 

He- further sald that owing to 
the negative buoyancy in the ves- 
sel's forward upper decks either 
the vessel has to be cut up or 
lifting crafts should be employed 
to lift the partly submerged ves-

‘They admit that the workors 
themselves, having dedicated 
themselves all day to labour, may 
not want pictures of work on 
thelr walls or: decorating their 
canteens, but will, prefer pictures 
of masked Jadies In gondolas and 
“September Morn.” 


And the intelligentaia may -pro- 
for to relax with the masterpieces 
in the splendid rooms of Wawal 
Castle.

In and 
around Krakow the people cling 
proudly to thelr old  culture— 
tholr old works or art, customs, 
and costumes. It will be dimcult 
to get them to accept the new 
one. Tho new culture experts are 
busy trying to inject the argu- 
monts t the new art. They 
orguo that since tho old patrons 
wero tho rich lords and the rich 
lords have gone, the new patron 
is tho State. 


‘And, just aa the old patrons 
commissioned religious pictures or 


portraits of themselves, the Stato, 
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much to compare it with. Even 
artistically the Poles of Lower 
Silesia can begin from scratch. 


Stopped Work 
At’ Four 


Already most of them have per- 
suaded themselves that this part 
of the country has always been 
Polish.

Such an embarrassing gesture 
must have been remote Indeed 
from the mind of any important 
member of the Administration du 
Washington, which already finds 
the electoral pre-occupations .. of 
the British ‘Government a suM- 
cient handicap to enlightened 
policy-making without secking 
gratuitously to add to It. 

Indeed, American  politicans 
may now for the first time be 
beginning to understand. the un- 
easiness with which we are ‘50 
regularly forced to view their be- 
haviour, as the Presidential and 
Congressional elections — come 
round. But white British Sociul- 
ists (though not Sir Stafford him- 
self, nor Mr, Bevin) have done 
their best to confuse the Issue and 
to necuse their Tory opponents of 
vile subservience to dollar im- 
perlalism and so on and so forth, 
Mr. Anthony Eden has preferred 
on behalf of his party to set the 
country a far more enlightened 
and statesmanlike example. 


Tomorrow's Cabinet 


At Plas Newydd he made it 
clear that Slr Stafford and the 
Forelgn Secretary “leave with the 
good will of all their countrymen 
and speeded by the unanimous 
hope that they will reach con- 
structive accord with the Ameri:

It has been eredibly reported 
that Mr. Bevin has been flirting 
with all sorts of tempting theories 
none of which is likely to appent 
to the Chancellor's more confined 
but also more precise Socialist 
mind. One thing Js to be hoped, 
though not to be counted upon, 
and that Is that they should arrive 
in Washington equipped with «a 
number of definite and practical 
proposals to submit for American 
discussion and consideration. . 

We cannot afford to have them 
crossing the Atlantic in the same 
spirit-as Mr. Morrison and Mr. 
Dalton crossed the Channel to 
Strasbourg, to whose . European 
Assembly they brought, on their 
own admission, no constructive 
proposals of any kind. 

To hear some Socialists talk is 
to have more than a vague sus- 
picion that they ore secretly hop- 
ing that the Washington: talks will 
prove frultiess so that the Labour 
Party may return empty-handed 
to a snap election in which their 
rallying ery would be one of In- 
jured patriotism, :

This Southern Blackpool

had to take It during the war, In 
bankruptcy if not in bombs. 
And if Margate can climb right 
back so can’ Britain. : 

The town's basic population 
has grown from 39,000 before the 
war to' 42,000. Its holiday popu- 
lation is now 150,000, und on 
August Bank Holiday it touched 
280,000.

Those of Hong Kong's 
ens who believe in the 
ssity and inevitability of 
government reform here 
have for the moment to be 
patient. Until the Colonial 
Office has examined the 
various proposals put forward, 
together with the governor's 
recommendations, most peo- 
ple feel that little can be 
done. We must hope, and in 
fact insist, that the Labourites 
ut Home are not so pre- 
occupied with the dollar 
crisis as to pigeonhole our 
suggestions for ‘an indefinite 
period, as they did with the 
Young plan. : 
Some intelligent and well- 
informed persons here have 
claimed that real democracy 
for Hong Kong can be ruled 
out of the question, at least 
for the time being. Our near- 
ness to a China of uncertain 
future, and the overwhelm- 
ing majority of aliens in our 
population preclude, they say, 
anything approaching the 
olitical freedom of Western 
surope. Only the most 
bigoted will deny that ,hcre 
is some truth in these asser- 
tlons, but that does not mean 
we have to accept the smug 
self-assurance of certain en- 
trenched interests that their 


activities can never be ecx- 


amined or controlled. 

What a number of deter- 
mined people intend to get 
js this: suffrage, however 
limited at first; a proportion 
of elected legislators;— public 
debates of the Colony’s af- 
fairs,. instead of hole and 
corner arrangements; and the 
power to denounce the 
enemies of the community 
who have had so much of 
their own way in the past. 
Although this is little to ask, 
It may sound far-fetched and 
unlikely to.the cynical, but 
it is bound to come sooner or 
later, unless we are forced 
out of Hong Kong. It is only 
the shadow of democracy, but 
it would be enough to remove 
a number of abuses, while at 
the sane time actually 
strengthening Britain’s rule 
in this part of the, world. 

Many people are thorough- 
ly tired of the godlike secrecy 
and assumed omnipotence 
with which government de- 
partments in particular con- 
duct the Colony’s affairs. The 
Individuals concerned may 
be ‘conscious of their own 
probity, knowledge. and will- 
ingness to work. Much the 
same was true of pre-war 
Germany and Japan. It Is 
not enough. : 

The Hong Kong police de- 
partment is, as we have said 
repeatedly, excellently admin- 
istered, even though - the 
lower .strata may be open to 
criticism. The overall at- 
titude to public and Press, 
however, is one of only veiled 


| antagonism, and very seldom 


is the “security” veil drawn 
aside. to reveal a quick 
glimpse of what is happen- 
ing.

Istes I found that the most valu- 
able source of Information was 
newspapers of all shades of 
opinion. 

They still have full freedom of 
speech, and exercise It vigorously. 
This is true not only as regards 
domestic matters but In their very 
free discussion of Ameritan affairs 
and what effects they and their 
politicians think those affairs have 
on Brilain.

All 1 cun testify to is that there 
is great interest in| America in 
Britlsh affalra, and that some 
opinion is critical or ut. Jeast 
doubtful. 

_This Interest ean easily be 
Misunderstood in Britalh—as 1 
fear happened in the case of my 
stories, Which is regrettable. 

There are, of course, elements 
in the United States hostile to 
Britain, just as the reverse jis true 
in that country. But, -by and 
large, America has a vast respect 
for the brave people who stood 
alone agalnat Hitler, and has a 
sincere wish to help promote Bri- 
tish recovery. 

There is no widesprend desire 
to stick our noses into British 
politics or internat affairs, But 
there is a greut f[nscination for 
Americans in British news, 

There are two chief reasons for 
this interest. First, most Ameri- 
can taxpayers are conscious of 
having spent 23,000,000,000 dollars 
on foreign aid since the war— 
including aver 6,000,000,000 on 
Britain. 

They feel this drain because of 
taxation which, while lower than 
the amazing British rates, ts far 
higher than ever before was im- 
posed in time of peace. 

Hence, Americans feel that s0 
lon# as this heavy overseas burden 
continues they have a legitimate 
concern in how the money is 
spent. 

They want to know whether it 
is buying recovery as intended. 


American, British and French 
statesmen ought with the least 
possible delay to make up their 
minds exactly what they wil: 
do in the event'of Russia's 
making war .on Yugoslavia. 
The omens are very alarming. 
The month September {and in 
some circumstances the weeks 
following} is for modern mili- 
tarised nations the regular 
period in which to launch a 
war of aggression. Both the 
world wars were launched 
then, as was the war of 1870. 
Mr, Trygvr Lie, the Secretary- 
General of the United’ Nations, 
recently congratulated the world 
that today the prospects of peace 
were so‘much better than o° yeur 
ago, Then, he sald, there was 
danger of a conflict arising out of 
the dispute at Berlin; today there 
ig no such source of danger. What 
he said of 1948,was true enough, 
and It is worth noting that Russia 
xo timea the blockade of Berlin 
that, if war had resulted, it would 
have resulted within the usual 
orried. But in what Mr, Lic said 
of 1949 he was obviously ut 
variance with the facts, There is 
a considerable danger. and we 
must have a policy about it:

.Most American opinion hns felt 
thot private enterprise—on a basis 
of production, income, and enm- 
parative performance—has proved 
its superiority over State indus- 
try. 3 

There ts a widespread feeling 
here that millions spent on re- 
covery might have dene more 
good without the hundicnps and 
uncertnintics of changes ‘so vio- 
lent as those which have occurred 
in Britoin. 


Bolster Experiments 


There certainly Is a feeling that 
some of our dollars may have 
done more to bolster political ex- 
periments than to promote re- 
covery, 

Maybe we are wrong, or it Is 
none of our business. But so long 
as we provide money and are 
‘peing asked for more we cannot 
help feeling that we have an in- 
terest In the matter and a valid 
excuse for commenting on it. 

This feeling seems to be mis- 
understood in Britain. Among 
most Americans I am sure there 
Is no desire to flaunt U.S. aid in 
the faces of any people—especlally 
those with such proud traditions 
as the British. 

It all gets down to a deep de- 
sire jn this country to get rid of 
the heavy outside costs of peace 
which “followed the enormous 
spending on gencral war ‘cfforts. 
That, in a nutshell, Is ‘the feeling 
SIr Stafford will encounter. 

It explains increasing American 
hesitation over all proposals for 
foreign aid. There scems no 
doubt that the majority of Ameri- 
ean opinion Is determined that 
Marshall funds shall not be in- 
creased and that there shall be no 
commitment to extend them be- 
yond 3952. “

“What my people gain above all 
fram my becoming q king in self- 
respect. One of the deepest 
psychological causes of unrest in 
the Arab world is the Arabs’ 
dread that) Europeans look down 
on them. Arabs are proud people 
with a mighty destiny: They 
work themselves up inte a frenzy 
when grent powers sit in judg- 
ment upon them and decide thelr 
future.t. Whether Palestine will 
be settled by negotiation or 
violence - depends on tp British 
Government.” : 

Well, violence seems to have 
won. But that great little man, 
Addwlah of Jordan, remains 
Britain's friend. Which fs a 
tribute to his sagacity as well as 
his xteadfastness and is worthy of 
Britain’s profound admiration and 
thanks. Whatever some Ameri- 
enns and FEatropeans may say 
about Britain, King Abdullah has 
the sense and insight to pin his 
faith on the historice charactor 
and qualities of the British people.
